The defense proved that the bone 


which Dr. Dorsey, the osteologist of the 
Columbian museum, declared was the 
femur of a human being, of a woman, 
and of a woman of delicate physical 
structure as waa Mrs. Luetgert, is 
nothing but the bone of a hog. It 
came from a hog of delicate organiza- 
tion, so said the expert for the defense, 
but he was nothing but a hog, for all 
that. 


Thr> femur was rather small for the 


usual run of hogs.but this was a small- 
boned hog. and there is no doubt of 
the origin of the bone. 


The witness who declared all this for 


the defense was Dr. W. H. Allport, pro- 
fessor of descriptive and comparative 
anatomy of the Southwestern univer- 
sity. He declared in the most positive 
manner that the femur was that of a 
hog. and that there was no chance of 
his being mis-taken in the matter. Dr. 
Dorsey. -who proved for the state that 
the femur was that of a woman, was 
in the courtroom when Dr. Allport was 
on the stand, 
and his face blushed 


when the expert for the defense de- 
clared that the bone came from a hog. 
He will take the stand whon the time 
comes for the state to offer its evi- 
dence in rebuttal and prove to the jury 
thai the femur IB not that of a hog, 
bu? of a human being, of a woman, 
and of a woman of delicate physical 
organization. 


The declaration of Dr. Allport clear- 


ly defines an issue between himself 
and Professor Dorsey. 
They ar« the 


respective leading experts of the <le- 
fcuse and the prosecution. Both pride 
themselves upon their reputations, and 
a battle royal will be the result. 


Dr. Aliport drew pictures of what he 


said represented a human femur and 
a hog's femur, and explained to the 
jury the difference between them. The 
difference was principally in the sock- 
et of the hip joint, according to the 
witness. He declared that the knob or 
join; end of the femur in evidence was 
much smaller than that of the aver- 
age person, and undoubtedly the bone 
was the femur of a small-boned hoj.

The average Indian artificer in 


the building and repair of houses is 
hiefly remarkable for the inaccu- 
«cy of all he does, for the blunt 
oondition of his tools and for bis in- 
(enuity in making excuses. Away 
rom large towns he is usually with- 
out a foot rule and has never seen 


grindstone. 
Let as take the woodworker as a 


typical example and inquire into 
what he most needs in the way of 
sducation. His methods are very de- 
fective. His tools are blunt as a nor- 
mal condition, so blunt as to great- 
y retard his epeed and ease in work 
Ing. This arises from his defective 
means of sharpening them. His 
whetstone is too small and is never 
flat on the surface, so that it always 
produces a rounded catting edge. 


If provided with a good and 


smooth grindstone, he straightway 
cuts it into grooves and otherwise 
abuses it until it is unfit for use. He 
then returns to the original method 
without a thought of putting the 
grindstone in order. This may be 
seen in Bombay at the present time. 
It has been urged that the grind- 
stone is too expensive a tool for a 
native carpenter who has a small 
fixed workshop, but this is absurd, 
as it may be made of any sandstone 
and may be mounted entirely in 
wood, including axle, bearings and 
handle. All sandstones are not equal- 
ly good, but any one is better than 
the whetstone as at present used. 


The sharpening of saws . comes 


next in order. It involves an outlay 
on files which the carpenter is loath 
to make. I have met only one Indian 
workman who without compulsion 
kept his saws in good order. The 
general result is an enormous 
amount of needless labor that a 
sharp and well set saw would obvi- 
ate. Cutting close up to 2 pencil line 
or cutting it out altogether—an 
operation that any European ap- 
prentice can perform—is an un- 
known art among most Indian work- 
men. 


Accuracy in measurement in sim- 


ilarly neglected, because the Indian 
workman has yet to learn that it is 
more easy to be correct than incor- 
xect—that is to say, the correct man 
loses the least amount of time and 
labor. 


Again, in his attitudes at work the 


Indian is frequently wrong. Ho sits 
to certain operations, such as hand- 
sawing and planing, that would be 
done with less expenditure of must 
cular force when standing. To tLo 
sitting position, when it suits the 
work, there can be no reasonable 
objection. 


Of drawing he knows little or 


nothing, but he is capable of lenin- 
ing to make band sketches of details 
of work and of placing dimensions 
on them in a very short time if the 
subject is properly presented to him 
at the right age. This ignorance of 
drawing renders it very difficult for 
him to undertake and carry out any 
new work from description. Ho re- 
quires » model from which to copy. 


All the things I have mentioned 


may be taught and well tanght with- 
out the intervention of a spelling 
book, and their utility is so obvious 
and so suggestive of good wages 
that the business of the school would 
be much more agreeable than in 
classes where the three R's are the 
Btapla of mental nourishment. •

wator is that arising from the pres- 
ence of irou, particularly where « 
relation exists to coal urines, iron 


iups, ferruginous and argillaceous 


aindstone. Even ground water and 
well water, otherwise pure and un- 
objectionable, often contain salts of 
iron, which usually come from och- 
ery strata. In case the geological 
strata consists of hard, insoluble 
kinds of rock, such as granite and 
gneiss, the water remains compara- 
tively free from contamination and 
is what is ordinarily termed "soft" 
If, however, the water in its subter- 
ranean course comes in contact with 
rocks containing components simi- 
lar to rock salt, it becomes salifer- 
ous. and if it strikes lime rock, dolo- 
mite or chalk, etc., it takes up cer- 
tain quantities of them, becomes 
calcareous and is in that case called 
"bard." In respoct to tbe ferrugi- 
nous contaminations referred to, 
while those in no way render the 
water insalubrious, it is found to be- 
come turbid and unsightly from 
the effect of the oxide of iron formed 
by the action of the atmospheric 
oxygen, and when precipitated soils 
drinking vessels and kitchen uten- 
sils.—Exchange.

scopes, your kaleidoscopes and ki- 
oetoscopes," said the man from 
Hat'kensack, "but I've discovered 
tho greatest scope in the country.

You first see the hog pin- 
ioned with a rope and then dragged 
along on the hoisting derrick. Then 
you see tbe butcher approach him 
witb his knife arid jab him in tiie 
throat. You see tbe bog wriggling, 
and then you see the dressers come 
along and divide bini up into sec- 
tions, and you are so fascinated with 
these shadowgraphs that you stand 
there open mouthed before the abat- 
toir window watching the eamp 
thing occur over again. The shad- 
owgraphs grow on you until finally 
you discover that you have been 
standing thero an hour and have 
seen pictures of tho killing of half 
n hundred, hogs. The hogoscope is 
so attractive that tbe next night you 
bring a friend around, and he takes 
in the free show. People, whom I 
have brought there have Income so 
infatuated with the hogoscope shad- 
owgraphs that now they may be 
seen spending two hours nightly op- 
posite the abattoir windows. 


"It reminds me of the pasteboard 


animals in tho shooting galleries. 
The figure of tho hog comes up out 
of obscurity ainl passes before your 
view, disappearing a minute after it 
first appears. 
Within that minute 


you see the hog butcher make the 
plunge with nig knife; you see the 
hog wriggle and then disappear aft- 
er being quartered. By the time 
that you see the shadowgraph of 
the dressing process you see another 
picture of another hog coming up 
out of obscurity, and the thing 


to be continuous. It is un 


doubtcdly the greatest of all the 
scopes because it is t-o infatuating 
and no true to life, hut while you 
are looking at the show you do not 
get a real glimpse of the hog, nor 
do you got a real life view of tho 
butcher. You are simply treated t< 
a shadowgraph, but it rivets you to 
tho Hpot, and if you linvo no partic- 
ular business to look after you an;

In two instances the doc- 
tor succeeded in cultivating a bacillus 
from migrosin ink which proved fatal 
to mice within four days. But most 
bacteria are harmless, and it has been 
ascertained by the actual experiments 
of some eminent Now York scientists 
that in the many varieties of ink used 
iu that city, which they tested, thero 
were no disease germs. However, a pen 
which h»s been dipped in ink should 
never be moisteuod with the tongue.

he world. Without it he would have 
exerted very much less influence as a 
writer cr a preacher in politics. With 
t his name has been handed down as 
ono of the great Englishmen of his 
ime.

What HannaUm Has Done For the Pro- 


tected MoBopolUt*. 


No more interesting, illuminating 


and suggestive commentary upon cur- 
rent commercial conditions is printed 
anywhere than that which an eminent 
iournalist, writing over toe pseudonym 
of "Matthew Marshall," contributes to 
the Sun. It ia true that the writer's 
attitude is that of an extreme conser- 
vative, a defender of vested interests 
against all assaults. When this fact is 
kept in mind, regular perusal of his ar- 
4cles is sure to entertain and perhaps 
to instruct the reader. „ 


Last Monday Marshall discussed the 


position of the 
so-called 
industrial 


stocks m the market With commend- 
able frankness he chronicled the fact 
that the stocks of such monopolistic 
corporations as the Standard 
Oil 


trust, the American Sugar Refining 
company and the Consolidated Gas 
company have shown the moat rapid 
advances and hold the strongest posi- 
tion in the market. 
He notes that 


Standard Oil stock launched at 90 is 
now about 325, despite a heavy increase 
in capitalization, and that sugar cer- 
tificates, which oace "under hostile de- 
cisions by the courts of this utate and 
fear of receiverships Tor some of the 
company's most valuable refineries 


* * fell nearly to 50," are now in 


the neighborhood of 157. As for the 
rise in gas stocks, the writer describes 
it as "both unexpected and large"—ad- 
jectives which an increase from 70 or 
less in 1887 to nearly 220 this year in 
the price of New York Consolidated 
Gas certainly justifies. 


Curiously enough, so astute a writer 


as Marshall wholly fails to note 
the 


reasons for the remarkable prosperity 
of these corporations. 
In the cases of 


the first two he ascribes it wholly to 
tlie "superior talent with which their 
affairs have been conducted." Superior 
talent is perhaps an over-euphemistic 
phrase to apply to the methods of Ml.

In the records of a long 
series of legislative investtgatione a 
court proceedings the quality of supe- 
rior unecrupulousness ee*ms to have 
been pretty clearly established- in their 
procedure. The skill with which leg- 
islatures and railway boards have been 
corrupted for the good of Standard Oil 
and the astuteness with which an or- 
dinary somnolent United States senate 
lias been''stirred into amazing activity 
in behalf of sugar probably implies 
talent, but it suggests the exertion of 
leas admirable mental qualities.—New 
York Journal.

The greeting was so cordial, de- 
pite the remark about the office 
seekers, that General McLaws final- 
y found it an easy thing to bring 
ip the Savannah postoffice matter 
ind announced his candidacy for 
he appointment. General Grant 
jssured him that he should have it 
and that it would give him a great 
rjleasuie to make the appointment. 
Then they talked about their life at 
West Point and reviewed the.ir ex- 
>eriencos covering the years up to 
hat time. 
In some respects they were alike. 


Neither had the faculty for accumu- 
ating and saving money. General 
UcLaws confessed that he did not 
lave it and addressed the question 
seriously to tbe president: 


"Can you tell me, general, how 


;o make and save money?" 


•'My dear Mac, I have not tbe 


slightest idea in the world," replied 
Grant. 


It was true, for Grant never could 


save money. He had no business 
instinct. Before the war he had as 
aaril a struggle as any man in the 
country, and even after he left the 
presidency he was an easy victim 
for schemers, who used him in 
swindling schemes which he thought 
honeet until their dishonesty was 
exposed. 


When General McLaws returned 


to Savannah, ho received the ap- 
pointment as postmaster, and the 
friendship between the two lasted 
until death.—Chicago Times-Her- 
ald.

Concerning Alfalfa. 


It seems to be the impression among 


people not having experience that alfalfa 
requires a certain kind of soil. A con- 
tributor to Tho Farm. Field and Fire- 
side, writing from Kansas, says: 


Now, there is no plant with which I 


am acquainted that is worth anything 
that will grow ou a greater variety of 
soil. In fact, it will grow on almost 
any soil the taproot can penetrate, pro- 
viding it is well drained. Water will 
kill it, and it is about tbs only thing 
that will, except a sharr. plow. Many 
believe it will not smvofid on a clay 
subsoil and have not tried it for that 
reason, but, letters written by those 
who are raising it and published in 
Secretary CobnnTs book; show that 
many of the most successful ones are 
growing it on heavy clay subsoil, somo 
on gumbo. But it is not water soaked— 
that is the point. It prefers to go six to 
t«n feet for water and will go much 
farther, but will be short lived where 
the water is within less than four £eet 
of the surface. 


Keeping- Onion*. 


If onions iire ripe when harvested, 


allowed to dry before placing in it pile 
and uro kept at a temperature lx:low 
which growth tukes place, they will 
keep for mouths without trouble. They 
grow at it low temperature and when 
expos<xl at n temperature much above 
45 degrees will sprout in spite of any- 
thing that: can IK: done- It is useless to 
pnll onions green or when in a grow- 
ing condition ivnd expect them to ctxise 
growth if tho autumn is wartn, whether 
tlu-y are on a floor or ou the ground. 
Maturity of onions is indicated by ces- 
sation of growth and a withering of the 
tups at, tho nock, causing them to lop 
down.—Ohio Farmer.

CAFUTO'S BEOOBD. 


According to the following letter 


received by sheriff Oonn In response 
to one written by him, the murder- 
er's record la well known by the police 
department of Bew York Oily: 


NEW YORK, Sept 2Vib, 1897. 


E S. Conn, Etq , Sheriff Van Wert, O. 


DEAB SIR: —Yours in reference to 


Joseph Oaputo received. I find, upon 
investigation, that this man did not 
come to New York. His right name 
is GnUeppe Oaputo, alias Oannsruzzo, 
and this is his second time in Ameri- 
ca. He has two brothers, Salvatore 
and Luigi Oaputo. Luigl came here 
from Plttaburg, Pa., a few daya ago 
and sailed on the S. S. Fulda, for 
Naples on the 25th inat. He bought 
bis ticket in Pittsburg, at tbe De 
Luca Bank. Oaputo has no brother 
in 
South 
America. 
The other 


arother, Salvatore, is stopping at 102 
Mott street, tliia city, but Joseph has 
not showed up there yet. Oaputo is 
known among bis countrymen as a 
man cf quarreling disposition. In 
[taly he cut his brother In tbe neek, 
inflicting a dangerous wound, and 
about two years ago, I believe, in 
Washington, D. 0., served 12 or 13 
months for cutting a foreman with a 
knife. He has been stopping in this 
country 
at the following places: 


Summltt, 111., Pittsburgh, Pa, Cora- 
opolls, Pa., and Washington, D. C. 
When he left this city he told Mr. 
Panra, the banker, at 12» Hott 
street, that if any letters came ad- 
dressed to him to forward them to 
Wren, O. 


In the event of his showing up in 


this city he will be arrested and yon 
promptly notified.

The town had no 
railroad, and even to-day it has only 
an encouraging prospect for one, and 
after the 0., H. & D. was built, the 
citizen a of Ottawa and the eastern 
>art of the county wanted the county 
eat changed to Ottawa. The court 
bouse at Kalida became old and a 
new one was wanted and needed bad- 
y but the fight between the two 
towns prevented the building of a 
new court house for several years 
Finally tbe people of Kailda awoke 
one 
night 
to 
find 
their 


coveted 
treasure, 
the 
court 


bouse, enveloped in flames. Tbe 
structure was a total loss and with it 
most of the conntv records were de- 
stroyed, and to-day i't is almost im- 
possible to get an abstract farther 
>ack than the year ct the fire. The 
result was a victory for Ottawa, for 
that place, with the advantage of a 
railroad, won the coveted prize and 
ihe new court house was erected 
there. Deep down in the hearts of 
the people of Kalida and western and 
soutnern Putnam county there is a 
ong-cberished desire to renew tbe 
war for their cause once lost, acd 
with visions of a handsome court- 
house and tbe patronage the county 
offices will bring to their town, they 
are working with as much energy 
as B. 0 Faurot himself for the O, 


. & M. road, for they believe that 
1th tbe railroad they will be able to 


cope with Ottawa again, and with 
more sucrosatban in tbe former fight, 
tnd it is claimed by people who may 
be considered good authority that 
when tbe question is decided by a 
vote of tbe people of Putnam county 
Calltfa will gain the victory if she 
bas the inducement a railroad will 
supply. 


To-day a committee of twenty of 


f altda's leading citizens started out 
to secure new contributions for the 
proposed road and the renewal of 
notes that were given when tbe prj- 
ect originated. 
Kalida donated 


more liberally in proportion to her 
wealth and population than any oth- 
er town on the route whea the prc- 
ect started, and with the possibility 
>f being again made the county seat 
n view, she will not lose that dis- 
tinction this time.
